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CONTRACT 


ARTICLE I. DEFINITIONS 


1. Subscriber. The term “Subscriber” shall mean the 
individual with whom the Corporation enters into the Con- 
tract. 


2. Family Members. The term “family members” shall 
mean the Subscriber and, if they are named on the face 
hereof or on any attached paper evidencing the fact that the 
Contract covers additional persons, his wife or her husband, 
and any unmarried child or children not under 90 days nor 
over 18 years of age, but any child upon marrying or 
attaining the age of 18 years shall cease to be considered 
a family member upon the expiration date of that contract 
year. 


3. Participating Physician. The term “Participating 
Physician” shall mean a duly licensed physician who 
holds an agreement with the Corporation to serve persons 
covered by this Contract of the Corporation. Any duly 
licensed physician practicing in any of the following coun- 
ties of New York State: New York, Bronx, Kings, Queens, 
Richmond, Nassau, Suffolk, Westchester, Putnam or Rock- 
land, is eligible to become a Participating Physician. 


4. The Contract. The term “the Contract” shall mean 
this document, and includes any endorsement hereon and 
all papers attached hereto by the Corporation. The Con- 
tract contains the entire contract between the Subscriber 
and the Corporation. 


5. Effective Date. The term “effective date” of the Con- 
tract shall mean, with respect to the family members 
named on the face hereof, the effective date indicated on 
the face hereof, and, with respect to any other family mem- 
bers named on any paper attached hereto by the Corpora- 
tion, the effective date indicated on such paper. 


6. Contract Year. The term “contract year” shall mean 
the period of one year following the effective date of the 
Contract and each yearly period thereafter during the time 
the contract or any renewal thereof is in effect. 


ARTICLE U. SERVICES TO WHICH CONTRACT 
APPLIES 


Types of Services 


1. The Contract applies to the following types of services 
rendered by duly licensed physicians to family members, 
subject to the limitations and exclusions hereafter pro- 
vided in this Article: 

(a) Surgical Care: Any procedure listed in Article X, 
Section 1 hereof, and after-care for a period not longer 
than specified therein; and, in addition, any cutting pro- 
cedure not so listed performed in a legally constituted and 
operated hospital, including after-care, if such cutting = 
cedure requires and receives bed care for a period of 18 
hours or longer in the hospital; 


(b) In-hospital Medical Care: Care and attention for 
an aggregate of 201 days in each contract year in cases of 
injury, illness or disease not involving any surgical or obste- 
trical procedure that, according to accepted medical stand- 
ards, require and receive bed-care for a period of 18 hours 
or longer in a legally constituted and operated hospital;

(c) In-hospital Consultation: In connection with any 
of the types of services to which the Contract applies and 
when bed-care in a legally constituted and operated hospital 
is received for a period of 18 hours or longer, one bed-side 
examination by an accredited specialist during any single 
period of hospitalization when requested by the physician 
or surgeon in charge of the case; 


(d) To the Wife Under A Family Contract Only, 
Obstetrical Care: Any procedure listed in Article X, Sec- 
tion 4 hereof, and after-care (but not prenatal care) of 
mother and child or children for a period not longer than 
specified therein. 

Limitations 

2. (a) The Contract applies to the services of no more 
than one physician or surgeon concurrently in any one 
case, except for consultation as provided in Section 1(c) 
of this Article —_ 

(b) During any one period of hospitalization, the 
Contract applies to only one of the types of care described 
in Sections 1(a), 1(b) and 1(d) of this Article and in 
the event that during any one period of hospitalization 
more than one type of such care is received, the Cor- 
poration reserves the right to determine to which 
type of care the Contract shall apply. 


(c) In the event that a case is transferred from the care 
of one physician to that of another during the course of 
treatment, the Corporation shall be liable for not more 
than the amount for which it would have been liable 
had one physician rendered the services. 

(d) During the first 10 months from the effective 
date of the Contract, the Contract shall not apply 

(i) to the treatment of any illness, disease or 
condition which existed on the effective date of 
the Contract or for which medical or surgical 
treatment or advice had been rendered within a 
period of one year immediately prior thereto, or 

(ii) where obstetrical care is covered (for the 
wife under a Family Contract only), to the treat- 
ment of any obstetrical case or condition arising 
out of or during pregnancy. 


(e) During the first 6 months from the effective date 


of the Contract, the Contract shall not apply to the 
removal of tonsils or adenoids. 


(f) The Contract applies to the rental of radium and 


to the application of deep x-ray only for malignant 


conditions; and then only to the extent of six thousand 
milligram hours of radium or twenty deep x-ray treat- 
ments for any one malignant condition. 

(g) The Contract shall not apply to any condition re- 
quiring plastic surgery if such condition existed on the 
effective date of the Contract, or to the submucous resec- 
tion of nasal septum if performed in connection with plastic 


surgery. 
Exclusions 


3. (a) The Contract shall not apply to diagnostic x-ray 
or laboratory services, physio-therapeutic modalities 
(except radiotherapy for malignant conditions as herein- 


above provided), and the administration of anaesthesia. 
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(b) The Contract shall not apply in any of the fol- 
lowing cases: Functional mental or nervous disorders; 
pulmonary tuberculosis after diagnosis as such; drug 
addiction or chronic alcoholism; congenital anomalies; 
quarantinable diseases; venereal diseases; cosmetic 
surgery; and injuries or diseases, the treatment of 
which is available without cost to the family member 
under laws enacted by the legislature of any State or 
the Congress of the United States (such as Workmen’s 
Compensation, Veterans’ Compensation, etc.). 


(c) If the Contract is designated “Individual Con- 
tract” or “Husband and Wife Contract” on the face 
hereof, the Contract shall not apply to the treatment 
of any obstetrical case or condition arising out of or 
during pregnancy.

Extent of Coverage of Services Rendered by a 
Participating Physician 


2. (a) The bill of a Participating Physician for any serv- 
ices to which the Contract applies will be satisfied in full 
by the Corporation in cases where the Subscriber's income 
for the calendar year preceding the year in which such 
services are rendered did not exceed the maximum appro- 
priate to the size of his or her family as follows:

(b) In cases where the Subscriber's income exceeds the 
appropriate maximum set forth above, the Subscriber will 
receive a credit on the bill of a Participating Physician for 
any services to which the Contract applies, in the amount 
of the maximum credit for the particular service specified 
in Article X hereof, and the Subscriber shall be solely 
responsible for paying the difference, if any, between 
the amount of the credit and the total of the Partici- 
pating Physician’s bill. 


Extent of Coverage of Services Rendered by a 
Non-Participating Physician 
. (e a nmnon-participating physician rende 
of the services to which the Contract applies, the Cor- 
poration will pay on his bill the amount of the maximum 
credit for the particular service specified in Article X 


hereof. 


(b) In the event provided for in sub-section (a) of 
this Section, the Subscriber shall be solely responsible 
for paying the difference, if any, between the Corpo- 
ration's payment on the non-participating physician's 
bill and the total of his bill. 


ARTICLE IV. FILING OF CLAIMS 


1. Claims for services rendered by a Participating Physi- 
cian shall be filed by him and certified by the Subscriber,

1. The persons covered by the Contract are the family ~ 


within 15 days after termination of the services, on the 
regular form which shall be furnished by the Corporation. 


2. Claims for services rendered by a non-participating 
physician shall, within 15 days after termination of the serv- 
ices, be filed by the Subscriber with the Corporation on its 
regular form, which shall be furnished upon request to the 
Subscriber or to the physician rendering the services. 


3. Failure to certify or to file a claim as provided in Sec- 
tions 1 and 2 above shall not invalidate the claim if it shall 
be shown not to have been reasonably possible to certify or 
to file it in the form and within the time specified, and that 


it was certified or filed as soon as was reasonably possible. 


4. No action at law shall be brought against the Corpo- 
ration for any claim under the Contract unless brought 
within two years from the date when such claim was re- 
jected by the Corporation.

ARTICLE VI. PAYMENT OF CHARGES HERE- 
UNDER AND PERIOD OF GRACE 


1. The charges specified on the face of the Contract are 
due on or betore the first day of each period indicated 
thereon. There shall be a 30 day period of grace for the 
payment of charges due the Corporation. 


2. No agent or representative of the Corporation other 
than one of its officers is authorized to receive any payment 
after the expiration of the period of grace or to waive any 
late payment. If a payment is subsequently accepted by 
the Corporation or by one of its officers, the Contract shall 
be reinstated, but only to the extent of being applicable to 
injury thereafter sustained and such sickness as may be first 
manifested more than 10 days after the date of such 
acceptance. 


ARTICLE VII. TERMINATION OF CONTRACT 


1. This Contract may be terminated by the Corporation 
by means of giving written notice of termination. The 
notice to be effective must be mailed, at least 30 days 
prior to the effective date of the notice to the Subscriber at 
his or her address as it appears on the records of the 
Corporation. After a termination becomes effective, whether 
at the end of a contract year or otherwise, no further 


services will be sendercd under the Contract, except that J 


when a termination is effective prior to the end of the 
contract year, a Subscriber receiving services under the 
Contract on the date of termination, shall, as to those 
services, be covered to the same extent as if the Contract 
had been terminated as of the end of the contract year. 


2. This Contract may be terminated by the Subscriber 
at any time by his mailing written notice of termination 
to the Corporation at its office in the City of New York. 
Such notice shall be effective on receipt or on such later 
day as may be specified in the notice. Upon such notice 
becoming effective, no further services whatsoever will be 
rendered under the Contract. The Corporation shall return 
to the Subscriber any premiums paid on account of any 
period subsequent to such termination, less an expense 
charge of $2.00. 
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3. In the event that any payment to the Corporation 
called for by the Contract or any renewal thereof shall not 
be made within 30 days after the date when it is due, no 
benefits shall accrue to the Subscriber after such 30th day, 
and the Contract or any renewal thereof shall terminate in 
all respects on such 30th day without notice to the Sub- 
scriber. 

4. In the event of the death of any family member, the 
Subscriber or the surviving head of the family may termi- 
nate the Contract by giving written notice of termination; 
but if he or she elects to continue the Contract, it shall 
remain in effect for any remaining family members. 

5. In the event of the termination of the Contract upon 
the death of any family member, the Corporation shall re- 
turn to the Subscriber or to his estate any premiums paid 
on account of any period subsequent to such termination. 


ARTICLE VII. RENEWAL 


The Contract shall be automatically renewed from year 
to year unless terminated by the Corporation or by the 


“Subscriber as provided in Article VI. 


ARTICLE IX. MISCELLANEOUS 


1. No statement by a Subscriber in his or her application 
for the Contract shall void the Contract or be used in any 
legal proceeding thereunder, unless such application, or an 
exact copy thereof, is included in or attached to the Contract. 

2. The Subscriber for himself or herself and as agent of 
the other family members, if any, hereby authorizes any 
physician who renders services to which the Contract ap- 
plies to file with and make available to the Medical Ad- 
visory Board of the Corporation, to such extent as may be 
lawful, such reports or other information, photographs and 
documents related to the medical history of any family 
member as such Board may request, and further authorizes 
such Board, in its discretion and at its expense, to conduct 
or cause to be conducted medical examinations of any 
tamily member. 

3. It is understood that the Contract confers upon the 
Subscriber no claim or cause of action against the Corpora- 
tion on account of default or malpractice by physicians 
rendering services to which the Contract applies. 

4. No agent or representative of the Corporation, other 
than the President, is authorized to change the Contract or 
waive any of its provisions.
